Tlio value of the raisins imported 
into the United States in 1873, valued 


dueed in 1873, 2,000,000 boxes.

these there were purchased for tlie 
United States, up to January 1st, 
1,032,003 boxes, against 1,009,270 boxes 
in 1872. Estimated stock on hand in 
Spain January 1, 1874, 205,000 boxes, 
against 565,000 boxes on hand same 
time last year. There has lately been 
sold for the United Suites 80,0(10 boxes 
at 25 reals, or $3 12{, per box of 25 
pounds, far common layers, and 26 to 
27 reals, $3 25 to $3 37}, per box for 
loose muscatels. The duty on raisins 
is 5 cents per pound, which adds to the 
purchase price $1 25 per box; add to 
this the freight and commission, in­ 
surance» ^tc,, iwd thes« imported rai­ 
sins mukt conic very idgb—not less 
than $5 per box—to the consumer. We 
have, also, the information from Ma­ 
laga that the price of raisins has gone 
up since the last transaction above re­ 
ferred to, to 31 to 33 reals per box.

Crsnge Co-operation. 


The last number of the Anaheim 
Californian contains a report from a 
joint committee appointed by the four 
Granges In the south end of this 
couuty, relative to the Grange Co-ope­ 
rative Company movements of Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino connties. 
The report favors withdrawing from 
the Los Angeles Grange Company al­ 
ready incorporated, and the formation 
of a new company that shall establish 
a store at some point yet to be decided 
upon and to be run by and patronized 
by the four Granges—Fairview, of 
Anaheim, Fruitland, of Tustin City, 
prange, of Richland and Westminster. 
There appears to be but one side to 
the question as regards the advisabili­ 
ty of some such movement, but the 
question of how to move seems to be 
open 
to 
discussion. 
Co-operative 
movements of this kind are not al­ 
ways successful, and it appears that 
the failures in that line are to be at­ 
tributed not to the fundamental prin­ 
ciples of co-operation, but to the basis 
of operation and the circumstances 
surrounding the organizations. Keep­ 
ing this idea in view it would be well 
for our Granger friends to “ make 
haste slowly,” and not allow their 
zeal to lead them into fatal mistakes. 
It Is easier to start right than to cor­ 
rect errors. There are potent reasons 
why one strong company, with large 
capital and credit, could operate to the 
advantage of the masses better than 
several weaker companies. It is not 
true that a co-operative store can 
handle goods cheaper than an individ­ 
ual enterprise, only as it concentrates 
in one establishment the trade that is 
usually dispersed among many. Henc^ 
a co-operative store in a locality, the 
trade of which would only support a 
small store under the old programme, 
wsuld be a failure. 
Too many co-operative stores will 
tend to overdo the business, and the 
expenses will be so great in proportion 
to the amount of trade that the pa­ 
trons of such stores will not realize the 
benefits sought. 
This Grange ce-operative movement 
should be made with great delibera­ 
tion, and too much must not be under­ 
taken at once. If one strong company, 
sustained by all the Patrons in Los 
Angeles and Ban Bernardino counties, 
could be established, with one store in 
Los Angeles, a second at Anaheim, 
and a third at Ban Bernardino, with 
shipping points at Anaheim Landing 
and Wilmington—or such other points 
as could be successfully used—and the 
entire business of the company placed 
in the hands of a competent business 
man, then the co-operative business 
could be carefully tested, and branch 
stores could then be established at 
such points as might be thought best. 
There appears to be no disposition 
on the part of the managers of the 
company to concentrate the trade in 
this city. They desire that the natural 
trade of San Bernardino county shall 
be concentrated at some point iu that 
county, and that the natural trade of 
the south end of Los Angeles county 
shall be concentrated at some point in 
that vicinity. They also desire that 
the produce of Anaheim and vicinity 
shall be handled through the ports of 
Anaheim Landing or Newport, pro­ 
vided it is to the financial benefit of 
the farmers of that section so to han­ 
dle it. They desire that the sooth end 
of the county shall have all the ad­ 
vantages of a separate company, to­ 
gether with the strength of a stronger 
combination. 
There is no hurry; let the subject be 
thoroughly discussed, that all parties 
may have a thorough understanding 
of all the points at issue. 
A course 
can then be adopted that will result in 
the greatest good to the greatest num­ 
ber. 


The Code Com m issioners’ Claim. 


The editor of the Express is so prone 
to go off half-cocked that it is not at 
all surprising to find him attacking 
one of our most estimable citizens, for 
an act for which he is in no wise re­ 
sponsible and which he has publicly 
condemned. 
The Express very properly condemns 
the bill introduced by Senator Edger- 
ton to pay the Code Commission of 
which Judge Lindley was a member 
the sum of $25,000 for extra services, 
rendered since the expiration of the 
Revision Committee, 
but without 
stopping to make an inquiry it classes 
the Judge with the rest of the Com­ 
mission and includes him in the 
sweeping denunciation. The fact that 
Judge Lindley had resigned his place 
as a member of the Commission before 
it expired, and that he is a respected 
citizen of Los Angeles, with a reputa­ 
tion for integrity questioned by no one 
who knows him, ought at least to have 
entitled him to the small consideration 
of a call from the editor of the 
Express, and a chance to explain 
his position. As his office is in the same 
building with the Express, it would 
have been very easy to have learned 
how he stood on this claim and the 
paper saved the humiliation of ac­ 
knowledging that it had made an nu- 


warranted and abusive attack without 
the slightest reason for so doing. 
But even if this simple courtesy was 
more than the Express was willing to 
accord, it ought at least to have 
known 
that 
Judge Lindley 
had 
through the public press of Ban Fran­ 
cisco, washed his hands of all partici­ 
pation in the raid upon the Treasury, 
and notified the world that he not only 
repudiated the claim, but that disgust­ 
ed with the manner in which the Com­ 
mission was performing its work, he 
had resigned, before the close of its 
term of service. 
All this was, or ought to have been, 
known to the Express, but that journ­ 
al, actuated by petty spite, seized the 
first opportunity to defame one of our 
best citizens, who has unselfishly de­ 
voted a large portion of his time to 
the public service, for a very moderate 
remuneration. 


G rangers and P o litic s . 
The declaration of the National 
Grange, at its late session in St. Louis, 
that the Patronsof Husbandry is not a 
political organization, furnishes some 
of the monopoly organs with a text for 
a sermon on the duties of the Grangers, 
and raises a hope on their part that the 
Order mayyet be divided and its power 
neutralized. 
We have no doubt that the National 
Grange meant all it said; but that 
does not change the fact that the indi­ 
vidual members of the Order will be 
called on to exercise a choice in politi­ 
cal affairs, and that the objects aimed 
at by the organization are at entire 
variance with the practices of both the 
Republican and Democratic parties, as 
now managed. 
The work accomplished by the Or­ 
der in disenthralling so many from 
the slavery of partisanship is an im­ 
portant one, and will tell with great 
effect on all future political move­ 
ments. The Order may not take the 
field as a political organization, but its 
members will not be driven around at 
the behest of partisan conventions; 
and even should a new party arise, of 
which they are mainly members, it 
will net be in the power of the poli­ 
ticians to capture it and direct its pol­ 
icy through the old familiar process of 
wire-pulling.

ur wine trade is gradually develop- 
Into important proportions. 
vVe 
Our wine trade is 
ing 
exported last year 1,097,742 gallons of 
wine and brandy. The proportion was 
about 988,046 gallons of wine, and 98,­ 
896 gallons of brandy. Of this 11,100 
gallons went to Great Britain and 
Germany. To the Atlantic States we 
sent in 1873, 120,440 gallons more wine 
than in 1872, while our whole export 
for 1873 exceeded that of 1872 by 138,­ 
097 gallons. In addition to the above 
exhibit of export the San Francisco 
merchants have supplied 1,200,000 gal- 
Ibns of wine to the local trade. The 
vintage of the last year was very short, 
owing to damage to the vines by the 
late frosts. The supply for dry white 
and red wines is becoming sensibly re­ 
duced and will become quite scarce 
before the crop of 1874 will be fit to put 
on the market. The price of these 
kinds is therefore hardening some­ 
what. With the increasing demand, 
the product of 1874, though it be large, 
will be wanted as soon as it will be 
ready. 


The annual election of directors of 
Wells, Fargo & Co.’s express, was held 
in this city, at the company’s office, 
on Thursday afternoon. The election 
is held alternately in Denver, New 
York and San Francisco. Captain Ol­ 
iver Eldridge, of San Francisco, pre­ 
sided over the meeting, and Mr. J. H. 
Jones, the company’s agent in this 
city, was madé Secretary. A large 
majority of the stock was represented. 
The following named gentlemen were 
chosen directors for the ensuing year: 
Lloyd Tevis, San Francisco: W. G. 
Fargo, New York; A. H. Barney, New 
York; B. P. Cheney, Boston; C. R.

A P lucky B ostonian. 
A. D. Piper, the President of a small 
party of colonists who sailed from Bos­ 
ton from Bolivia in November, 1872, 
and xvho was reported to have been 
murdered by hostile Indians, has been 
heard from within a few days, his let­ 
ter giving the particulars of his jour­ 
ney and the reason of his long deten­ 
tion.It appears that the party reached 
the River Amazon in safety, but here, 
owing to [a lack of sufficient capital, 
the majority of the party abandoned 
the formation of a colony in Bolivia 
until a more propitious opportunity 
presented itselt. Mr. Piper, nowever, 
remained, and having obtained a small 
steamboat, pushed his way up far in­ 
land, and penetrated a country that 
was so far beyond the reach of civi­ 
lization that a long time elapsed be­ 
fore his expedition was heard from. 
In July, 1873, news was received that 
he and his party had been massacred, 
and the tidings were believed by his 
wife and friends residing in this vicin­ 
ity. Mr. Piper’s letter is dated Labrie, 
December, 1873, and in it he describes 
his trip up the River Purus as the 
roughest journey he had ever made. 
On his way up the stream his party 
left him at Labrie, and he had to rely 
for assistance wholly upon his two en­ 
gineers and the guide, a negro man 
named Dan, except what assistance he 
could get from the natives. Afterward 
one of the engineers abandoned him, 
and he was obliged to proceed with the 
sole aid of the other and the negro. 
He finally reached Aucaily, an ex­ 
treme inland point, where he selected 
a site for a town. Here lie erected the 
frame of a warehouse, 54 by 34 feet, 
and arranged xvith the chief of the 
tribe to cover it in with palm tbatcb. 
Mr. George M. Remick, a young man 
from Newbury port, also selected a 
tract of land in the viciuity for a farm, 
and cleaned off a space for planting, 
and put up a frame house. At this 
E 
lace they were abandoned by the 
lack man Dan, who stole their best 
canoe and disappeared down the river. 
Mr. Piper was delayed so long that he 
lost the opportunity of the season’s 
trade with the natives, but he secured 
a quantity of cotton and started down. 
The stream, however, had got so low 
by this time, besides being obstructed 
by fallen trees, that the return passage 
to Labrie was long and tedious. Mr. 
Piper states that the Indians through 
those regions cultivate little farms. 
They are represented as peaceful and 
quiet, and showed great kindness to 
the American explorer during his 
‘ouruey. Cacao grows wild there, and 
n great abundance. At the date of 
Jie letter Mr. Piper was in good health 
and expected to leave on another trip 
up the country In January. He had 
made arrangements fora settlement 
on the Aquiry, which would be the 
second station established on Bolivian 
soil.—[Boston Advertiser. 
The annual wine production of the 
country is estimated at 20,000,000 gal­ 
lons. Of this amount 5,040,000 gallons 
would come from the Pacific and 14,­ 
060,000 from the Atlantic coast. The 
market value of this product is esti­ 
mated at nearly $14.000,000, to which 
must be added, as the total value of 
the vintage, about $8,000,000 for grapes 
consumea, grape vines, etc. 
The Cuban insurrection has cost the 
Spaniards 10,000 to 15.000 soldiers and 
$40,000.000 per year slnoe the opening 
of hostilities. In other words, in the 
last five years Spain has wasted $200,­ 
000,000 and lost between 50,000 and 
75,000 troops by bullet and disease in a 
vain efibrt to subdue the Cubans.

The Fishery Commission. 


The C o m m issio n ers of Fisheries, de­ 
sirous oi in fo rm in g the publif ¡is to 
what has been tfotie am i what is being 
done at their State hatching house, 
submit the following extracts from 
their last annual report.— 
Five million and forty-one thousand 
shad were successfully hatched «and 
turned loose—by far the greater part 
in the Hudson—a small number being 
shipped to‘other localities where it 
was deemed advisable to attempt to 
colonize them. 
^ 
During the period Of five weeks in­ 
tervening between May 20 and June 
30, 1873, at which date the Ashing 
ceased, owing to the high temperature 
of the water, the total number of na­ 
tive shad caught was 1,643, from which 
11.745.000 spawn were extracted. 
In the year 1872 upwards of 7,500,­ 
000 young shad were turned loose in 
the Hudson, which, together with the 
5,000,000 fry put in this year, must 
eventually increase the annual sup­ 
ply, inasmuch as heretofore the entire 
yield of the Hudson was so run down 
that very few were paying, and many 
fishermen had discontinued their la- 
l>ors. The yield for the last two years 
has, however, improved, and with the 
assistance of a proper law establishing 
a weekly closing time, there is no 
doubt that the fisheries can be restored 
to their original condition. 
# 
In order to test as thorougly as pos­ 
sible the question whether shad would 
thrive in fresh water without access 
to the sea, 54,090 young shad were de­ 
posited in Canandaigua Lake on June 
12,1873 ; 80,<XK) were placed in Grand 
River, Michigan, on the 15th ; 54,000 
in Cayuga Lake on the 16th ; 60,000 in 
Fox River. Wisconsin, on the 17th; 
85.000 in tiie Genesee River, on the 
19th ; 60,000 in Ashtabula River, Ohio, 
on the 23d ; 50,000 ill the Ausable ana 
Racine rivers, Michigan, on the 26th ; 
and 25,000 in the Wabash River, Indi­ 
ana, June 25th. 
W e confidently pre­ 
dict, from these experiments, a rich 
harvest, as already snad seven inches 
in length have been caught in Lake 
Ontario. 
During the spring of 1873 it 
was decided to try the experiment of 
placing these fish in California waters. 
Accordingly, under the direction of 
the United States|Commissioner of 
Fisheries, Professor 
Baird, Mr. L. 
Stone started for Golifornia on the 5th 
of June with 80,000 young shad. Hav­ 
ing deposited them in various rivers, 
lie returned and left again on the 25th 
with a fresh supply of 50,000, all of 
which were contributed from our es­ 
tablishment. On the 13th of June J. 
W. Milnor, Assistant United States 
Fish Commissioner, placed 54,000 in 
Calumet River, Illinois. W e have 
reason to hope that this trial will meet 
with abundant success. On the whole, 
therefore, the shad hatching opera­ 
tions for this year have been most en­ 
couraging, and in the event of proper 
laws for their protection being passed, 
would, without doubt, 
realize the 
(fondest hopes of the most earnest sup­ 
* porters of fish culture. 
The same arrangements were made 
1 his year as in the previous ones for 
the distribution of those fish which 
have not as yet been artificially culti­ 
vated to advantage, sueh as bass of all 
kinds, perch and a few other varieties. 
As these fish are constantly being dis­ 
tributed it is impossible to give an 
exact statement of the number so 
used, hut no doubt is entertained thae 
the demand, however-large, can bt 
supplied. 
We have sent large numbers of 
grown black and rock bass and salmon 
trout spawn to Otsego Lake, N. Y. 
Of the former varieties, many have 
been taken in shiner nets, showing 
the rapid increase in the species. 
Of 
the latter, there are 125,000 spawn in 
the process of hatching. 


SALMON. 
A large number of the eggs of the 
Sacramento river salmon, obtained 
uuder the direction of the United 
States Fish Commission on the Mc- 
lieod river, one of the tributaries of 
the Sacramento, in California, were 
shipped to the Atlantic States. 
The 
plan of Professor Baird, to distribute 
the eggs among the Fish Commission­ 
ers of the various Eastern States, lias 
been carried out with most of the 
shipments. 
Of a total number of 
925,000 which arrived in good order 
New York 
lias 
received 
250,000. 
These eggs have now hatched, and 
tiie young salmon are in fine condi­ 
tion. 
We intend placing them in all 
the rivers and streams in the State 
which are adapted to their growth. 
Our hatching house is situated at 
Caledonia, N. Y. 
It is built on a site 
acknowledged to be the best by far in 
the United States for such a purpose. 
In addition to this,it is surrounded by 
ground peculiarly adopted for the con­ 
struction of ponds ana for the various 
purposes of fish breeders. It has an 
abundance of water, and a capacity 
for hatching about 10,000,000 fish.
